Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 


T have the honour to present to you my report on the health of 
Disley for the year ended 31st December, 195). 


In Section A the Vital Statistics for the year are set out in Tabular 
form. There were 36 live-births giving a live-birth rate of 12.9 per 
thousand population. There were no still-btrths, Deaths at ell aces 
totalled 4.4 and the death-rate was 13.67 ver thousand population. As in the 
previous year there were two infant deaths, the infantile mortality rate being 
55-56 per thousand live-births, which compares unfavourably with the nav” onal 
rate. Jt is, however, unsafe to draw any definite conclusions from this 
comparison because of the small numbers on which the Disley rate is ese 


There were no outbreaks of serious infectious disease during the year and 
the number of notifications received was small. The only disease which shoved 
an increase over the previous year was scarlet fever, and the majority of these 
cases were extremely mild as is usual these dayse It is gratifying to be 
able to renort that for the sixth successive year there was no case of 
diphtheria. Efforts were continued to encourage parents to have their children 
immunised and on the whole their response was satisfactory. Combined. 
protection against both diphtheria and whooping-cough is now available anij is 
commonly used for the younger children. 


There was one case of pulmonary tuberculosis notified during the year 
and it is pleasing to be able to report that there were no deaths from either 
the pulmonary or non-pulmonary form of the disease. 


The Council has the duty of ensuring that milk retailed in the district is 
clean and safe and in this connection 57 samples were sent to the laboratory 
for examination. 16 of these samples were examined for the presence of 
tubercle bacilli and two of them were positive. In both cases immediate steps 
were taken to safeguard consumers by the serving of an Order under Article 20 
of the Milk and Dairies Regulations, 1949 requiring pasteurisation of the 
milk before sale. 


With the end of meat rationing in July it became permissible again for 
individual butchers to slaughter their own meat. A new orivate slaughter- 
house has been built in the district and a licence has been granted. All 
meat slaughtered there is insvected by the Council's Meat Tnspector. 


T am indebted to the Sanitary Tnspector for his hel»v in vreparing 
Sections D to H of this report. 


In conclusion, T should like to thank the Chairman and Members of the 
Health Committee and the Officers of the Council for their valuable help, so 
readily given to me during the year.

1. Water The area is supplied by the Stockport Corporation “eter Undertaking 
and most of the houscs in the district are connected to the mains. A few 

farms and isolated houses situated on high ground are suovlied by natural wells 
and springs, = few having bore-holes. The situation of these premiscs and the 
physical characteristics of the land render the cost of laying mains 
prohibitive anc an almost impossible task. 

The water suoplied to the district is chemically trcated, filtered, and 
chlorinated, and is subjected to frequent bacteriological and chemical anyalysis 
by the Stockport Corporation and has proved satisfactory. The main.road and 
lower areas of the district are supplied from Kinder and the higher rart from the 
Goyt Valley supply. 


2. Drainage & Sewerage The greater part of the district is sewered and ‘ro 
sewage disposal works are owned by the Council. Most houses are connected to 
the sewers and those properties which are not, are in isolated positions.
